zette might cause one to assume that beef 
cattle were the only apimals on which fix- 
ing is practiced, and that the Hereford is 
the breed standing out most prominently 
as a malefactor. Let us consider. What of 
the horse, both draft and light, that is “fir- 
ed” or hypodermically nerve-blocked that 
he may not reveal his lameness while show- 
ing? Docking and tail-setting is in the 
same category with cutting ties in the backs 
of beef cattle. How about blowing up lost 
quarters in dairy cows and filling teats with 
sterilized milk to deceive the judge? What 
of the shepherd, an expert with shears, who 
moulds a sheep to perfection and by arti- 
ficial means makes a fat-back fatter? And 
to go even farther, what of the poultry fan- 
cier who plucks off-colored feathers or dyes 
them to conform to the ideal? All of which 
is cited to show the prevalency of fixing and 
not in an attempt to excuse the culprits 
practicing it. ; 

The Hereford today is the cleanest 
breed of beef cattle showing. I make that 
statement after a close scrutiny of all the 
leading herds of the three beef breeds ex- 
hibiting at major shows. Hereford exhibi- 
tors and breeders in general cut ties which 
disfigure the backs of their otherwise near 
perfect cattle. They have cut them for 40 
years and will continue so to do as long as 
they consider it to their best interests. They 
attempt no denial of the fact. The evi- 
dence shows plainly and anyone is privileg- 
ed to examine the animals at will. Certain- 
ly no outsider has the right to deny them 


the privilege of making their own decision as to whether it is right 
or wrong. An association that has made greater progress than any 
similar organization deserves the right to conduct its internal af- 
fairs as it sees fit so long as it does not interfere with others. 
There is a marked difference between the removal of ties and

The unsuspecting buyer pur- 
chases a near-perfect animal and finds lat- 
er, when his back reverts to the appearance 
of corrogated roofing, his tailhead sags, 
thighs shrink, and ribs flatten, that he has 
been thoroughly fixed. He becomes disgust- 
ed and sells out. This is not idle chatter, it 
actually has happened. The most glaring 
instance perhaps is that of Mr. Harrison of 
California who is alleged to have dispersed 
his Angus herd for no other reason. In the 
Shorthorn ranks similar cases are in evi- 
dence. So far, however, no one breeder has 
been hit hard enough to cause him to retal- 
iate publicly. In the majority of Shorthorn 
cases the breeder “stung” is also a “fixer,” 
and he has taken his medicine without a 
whimper because he is as deep in the mud 
as the other fellow. 

Commendable, to say the least, is the ac- 


tion of President Thorne of the American Aberdeen-Angus Associ- 
ation in an attempt to clean house. His is the right idea. The 
clean-up should be carried on within and by each breed association 
as it sees fit. It is no affair of any exhibition board or the judge 
who passes on the cattle in the ring. It is one thing to condemn 
an animal as being fixed, and another to prove it. Our modern

It might be pointed out that prospective buyers have it in their 
own power to abate the fraud by refusing to consider the purchase 
of any animals showing plain evidence, or subject to circumstantial 
suspicion, of having been cut. Indeed, that “sincerity and honesty” 
of “Hereford people” in “admitting the practice of cutting ties,” 
which Mr. Forbes applauds and which, he says, caused the Here- 
ford association to withdraw its patronage from the International, 
ought logically to find expression in similarly frank admissions 
with reference to specific animals offered for public or private 
sale, but I have seen no evidence of a zealous projection of those 
virtues into this important field of the breeder’s activities.

A defense of the custom of cutting 
ties in Hereford cattle by Rank C. Forbes 
in the current issue of the Breeder’s Gazette 
appears to rest solely on his assertions that 
various methods of “fixing” show animals 
of all kinds have been used since the incep- 
tion of competitive exhibitions; that Here- 
ford breeders employ in this respect meth- 
ods quite innocent and harmless in contrast 
to the “damnable” practices commonly re- 
sorted to by partisans of some other breeds; 
and that “cutting ties results practically in 
no harm to the carcass of beef.” 

I have no desire to dispute any of these 
statements, for all of them, in my opinion, 
are entirely aside from the real point in- 
volved in the practice under consideration. 

The facts I wish to emphasize are that 
no true or permanent advancement in the 
art of perfecting animal form through 
breeding can be attained by resorting to 
surgery or a syringe in order to remove or 
conceal hereditary defects in conformation, 


and that fraud is commonly committed in tion.

By a kindred course of reasoning, the prac- 
tice of wholesale homicide within their own 
ranks by exceptionally prosperous and ag- 
gressive groups of bootleggers, gangsters 
and gunmen is sometimes condoned as be- 
ing no concern of the state and as not truly 
transgressing the laws against murder. 

“The International Board,” says Mr. For- 
bes, “should not attempt to revamp the 
principles of any breed association that does 
not ask or want assistance.” 

That statement does not correctly char- 
acterize either the act or intention of the 
International Board, as I understand them. 
Its act was the passage of a rule against all 
forms of tampering. Its intention was to 
suppress harmful, deceitful and fraudulent 
practices. 

That the Board acted wholly within its 
rights in making such a rule there can be 
no reasonable question. That it had suf- 
ficient cause to do so is abundantly attest- 
ed by undisputed facts. When plain proof 
of tampering was found in dressed beef 


the sale of such “doctored” animals to un- 


suspecting buyers. 
Liable to Deceive Purchasers. 

Mr. Forbes says: “Hereford breeders and exhibitors in gener- 
al cut ties which disfigure the backs of their otherwise near-perfect 
animals. They have cut them for 40 years, and will continue to 
do so as long as they consider it to their best interests. They at- 
tempt no denial of the fact. The evidence shows plainly and any- 
one is privileged to examine the animals at will.” 

I cannot recall hearing any owner in an auction explain that 
the notably smooth back of the animal he might at the moment be 
offering was due to the skillful use of a knife. And I am quite 
Sure that the “evidence” of really skillful surgical work does not 
show plainly” to observers in ringside seats. 

No, the animal is sold for what it appears to be. If it has an 
especially smooth top and level underline, its price is influenced 
thereby, and the buyer’s reasonable expectations are that these 
characteristics will be measurably reproduced in its progeny. His 
disappointment in failing to realize such expectations is too often 
due to the fact that the admirable lines of the animal are not a 
ree from admirable ancestors, as he had naturally supposed, 
wut instead have been produced by adroit use of the knife in cut- 
ting a tie or lowering a flank. 


shamelessly submitted in carcass competi- 
tion at the International, the Board had no 
option in choosing any course other than the one it adopted to up- 
hold decency and maintain its self respect. 

Any claim that its action was prompted by other than honest 
and sincere motives is, to my mind, at least, sufficiently refuted by 
the high character ef its members. 

In an Indefensible Attitude. ; 

As it seems to me, the Hereford Association, by refusing to 
subscribe to the rule, has put itself in the indefensible attitude of 
withholding support from a measure honestly inagurated for the 
suppression of harmful, deceitful and fraudulent practices in the 
public exhibition of beef cattle. It is entirely aside from the case 
that strict enforcement of the rule may be retarded by obvious and 
discouraging difficulties. Refusal to support it constructively con- 
dones the evils it aims to abolish. 

In my opinion, no breed association, however successful and 
prosperous it may now be, can afford to assume the attitude the 
Hereford Association has taken in this controversy. Persistence 
in that position will inevitably work for greater harm to it than to 
the International Live Stock Exposition. It will also tend to incite 
discord within its own ranks, and eventually [Continued on page 8

33d Annual Show Attrats Vast Crowd 


The 33d American Royal Live Stock Show and Exposition drew 
an exceptional crowd of interested cattle folk, as was evidenced 
from the opening day until the finish, by the throngs who tramped 
up and down the aisles laden on either side with America’s greatest 
show and breeding animals of all breeds. The Journal was particu- 
larly happy to see so many spectators loitering about the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. Much live interest was manifest and many good 
bull inquiries came to light. As far as could be learned from those 
interested, they were for the most part, looking for high class cat- 
tle at reasonably strong prices. 

The Royal show was complete in so far as Aberdeen-Angus 
were concerned. No classification in which the Blacks could show 
was missed. Without exception they gave a good account of them- 
selves as compared with all other breeds, and that right in the 
midst of America’s greatest Whiteface show to date. The compe- 
tition was keener than usual this year in the interbreed classes for 
both the Shorthorns and the Herefords had planned to bar the Bon- 
nie Blacks and they did a pretty good job of it out in the yards, 
but things did not go so rosy in the big arena where the fat bul- 
locks in the singles met and battled to a finish. When all had been 
done it remained for the little Aberdeen-Angus bullock, neat, tidy, 
full of beef, short, thick, lowset, wide topped, deeply covered from 
end to end, to command highest honors for the Oklahoma college 
and for the breed.
